I talked  with  registration  officer  Donald  L.  Nelson 
at  the  Fieldhouse  Monday,  and  he  didn’t  even  have  a 
bottle  of  aspirin. 

Mr.  Nelson,  in  case  you  did- 
n’t knOw,  is  the  man  who  rides 
herd  otn  over  11,000  students 
registering  at  BYU  this  semes- 
ter. He  estimates  over  250  stu- 
dents are  ushered  into  the 
Fieldhouse  every  15  minutes 
and  if  anyone  at  BYU  should 
have  a giant-sized  headache  to- 
day, he  should.  But  he  doesn’t. 
The  former  LDS  Seminary  teacher  claims  he 
doesn’t  even  have  a small  ulcer  after  three  years  as 
registration  chief.  Contrary  to  campus  belief,  Mr. 
Nelson  says  registration  can  be  easy  if  students  plan 
ahead  and  follow  directions. 

“Ninety  per  cent  of  any  registration  problems  are  ; 
caused  by  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  students,”  klr.  I 
Nelson  says.  He  says  some  students  can  have  their  pack-  i 
ets  finalized  in  20  minutes,  while  others  have  stayed  in  i 
the  Fieldhouse  all  day.  i 

One  sweet  young  frosh  even  tossed  in  the  towel  and  i 
went  home  after  being  frustrated  by  the  176,000  IBM  i 
cards  which  are  produced  for  registration  by  Mr.  Nelson  I 
and  his  full  times  taff  of  Helen  Tanner  and  Beverly  Hill.  I 
Close  to  75  additional  helpers  are  recruited  dur- 
I ing  registration  week  to  help  with  such  logjams  as 
130  sections  of  frosh  English,  Mr.  Nelson  explains. 
Special  consideration  is  given  to  the  new  students  i 
who  take  an  average  of  50  minutes  to  finish  registration  i 
in  the  morning.  In  the  afternoon  it  takes  them  1^  hours  i 
because  more  classes  are  closed.  | 

Freshman  bewilderment  is  emphasized  during  regis-  j 
tration  when  they  are  asked  what  college  they  are  regis-  \ 
tering  in  and  they  say  “BYU,”  Mr.  Nelson  says.  | 

Returning  students  average  about  30  minutes  to  j 
make  it  through  registration  in  the  a.m.  and  an  extra  20  i 
minutes  in  the  afternoon.  ■ > . ! 

The  difference,  Mr.  Nelson  said  is  because  of 
the  attitude  of  “that’s  the  way  the  ball  bounces”  the 
veterans  have  adopted  when  they  are  thwarted.

Since  two  students  have  been 
killed  in  mountain  climbing  acci- 
dents in  the  last  two  years,  ac- 
cording to  Capt.  Swen  Nielson  of 
the  BYU  Security  Office,  a warn- 
ing has  been  issued  to  all  adven- 
turous students. 


He  advised  climbers-  to  notify 
someone  of  who  is  going,  when, 
■where,  when  they  expect  to  be 
back.  Nielson  also  warned  Rock 
Canyon  climbers  to  stay  on  the 
trail,  since  most  of  the  rock  ar- 
ound >there  is  loose  and  crumbly 
sedimentary  deposits. 


All  students  of  the  A Capella 
Choir,  Oratorio  Choir,  Male  Cho- 
rus,  and  Womdh’s  Chorus  should 
pick  up  their  folders  from  the 
library.  These  folders  must  be  ob- 
tained prior  to  the  first  day  of 
classes.  Any  students  who  were 
not  informed  of  their  folder  num- 
bers should  contact  the  organiza- 
tion’s director  as  soon  as  possible.
